President McKinley's Reply to Chinese Emper- 


or's Appeal for Mediation, 


COMMUNICATION WITH MINISTERS FIRST, 


Letter From Sir Claude MacDoaald Says Legation Was Under De- 


termined Attack on July 4 and Had Two Weeks Provis- 


ions, 
Forty-four of-the Garrison Were Then 


Dead and Double That Number Wounded, 


WASHINGTON, July 24—The Chinese minis- 


ter received today from Sheng, director of railroads 
and telegraphs at Shanghai, a despatch stating that 
the foreign ministers" are to be sent from Pekin to 
Tien Tsin under escort. Also, that the imperial gov- 
ernment has not only been protecting them but has 
supplied them with food. 


LONDON, July 24—The foreign office has re- 


ceived a despatch from the British consul at Tien 
Tsin, dated Saturday,- July 21, stating that he had 
just received a letter from Sir Claude MacDonald, 
British minister at Pekin, dated July 4, appealing 
for relief. 


There were enough provisions at the legation to 


last a fortnight, the letter said, but the garrison was 
unequal to the task of holding out against a deter- 
mined attack for many days. 


There had been 44 deaths and about double that 


number of wounded. 


The foreign office thinks the despatch does not 


affect the main question of the reported massacre of 
the members of the legations at Pekin, which is said 
to have occurred three days later. 


Washington, July 24—The state department made public today the corres- 


pondenece with the imperial grov*rnm6n.t of China relative to China's reauest 
that the United States use its influence with the other" powers to aid in restor- 
ing order in China. The president's reply follows: 


"President of Unatoa o*ates to the emperor of China, greeting—I have re~ 


ceived your majesty's message of the 19th of July, and am gla<J to know that 
your majesty recognizes the fact that the government 
and people of the 


United States desire of China nothing but what is just and equitable.

The purpose for which, we lan'ded* troops in China was the rescue of our le- 


gation from grave danger, and the protection of the lives and property of 
Americans, who were sojourning1 in China im the enjoyment of rights guaran- 
teed them by treaty and by intemation a4 law.

"The Sam* pur.oses are publicly declared by aJl the powers which have 


landed a military force in your majesty's empire. 


"I am to Infer from your majesty's letter that the malefactors who have 


disturbed the peace of China, who have murdered, this minister of Germany, 
and; members of the Japanese legation, and who now holii besieged in Pekin 
these foreign diplomatls* who still survive, have not received! any favor or 
encouragement tram vour majesty, but are actually ia rebellion against the 
imperial authorities. 


If thia be the case, I must urge upon your majesty's government givepublic 


assurance whether the forign ministers are alive, and if so, in w^at coiv 
dition; second, to put the diplomatic representatives of the powers in im- 
mediate ani free communication v, ;th the.r respective governments and to 
rtmove all danger to their lives and HHerty; third, to place the imperial 
authorities of China in communication with the Belief expedition so that co- 
operation may be secured between them for the 1'heration of the legations, 
the protection of foreigners and t*ie restoration of order. 


"If these objects are accomp'.ishpd it is the belief of this government that 


no obstacle will be found to exist on the part of the powers to an, aniic-ible 
settlement of all questions arising out of the recent troubles and the friend-

UNITED STATES WILL ACT AS MEDIATOR 


But China Must Make Certain Conditions Good. America As- 


sumes That Ministers are Safe .Great Britain Attempt- 


ing to Get News from Pekin 


' Wxafelitgton, July 24.—Aa»ln!stration 
'cfflciuls are more hopeful ov*r the sit- 
uation in China as a result of the dis- 
patehee whiob h»va aome in the last 
t**r days, ani mono particularly the Eu- 
ropean advUwa, asserting that the nun- 
ieters are sal*. 
If an answer is re- 


ceived to the second taisgram which has 
been sent through the Chinese miniister 
hare to Mr. Conger, and that answer 
Bhould btar internal cvldenc* of gen- 
uineness, the situation will be materially 
Improved, and th« government, with the 
additional information which Mr. Con- 
ger may transmit, will be able to move 
Intelligently toward* th« rescue of the 
belaagured foraign*rs. 


President MoKinley has signified bis 


wilWngnws to mediate between tb* Chi- 
nes* imperial government and th« pow- 
ers, but only upon conditions which first 
must be met by the Chinese government. 


Tht exact nature of the terms pro- 


posed by the state department cannot be 
stated at present, but it J* known that 
the answer la entirely consistent with 
the statement of principles laid down 
by Secretary Hay in his Identical note 
to tba powers, and, moreover, it accepts 
ae truthful the Chinese statements rel- 
ative to the safety of the foreign min- 
isters at Pekin. 


It would not, of course, be possible to 


take even the initial steps toward 
mediation were either party to the ne- 
gotiations to entertain openly distrust 
of the accuracy of the statements of 
the other. 
There must be confidence 


between them. 
Tb* United States an- 


swer does not go to the length of the 
French answer to a similar appeal in 
laying down conditions which the Chi- 
nese government could not meet, even 
If so disposed, if it actually is struggling 
(or Its own exigence. 
, It does, however, look to the Immediate 
relief of the foreign ministers in Pekin, 
Hid, moreover, to the protection of all 
foreigners, missionaries and traders m 
China, ancl to the restoration of order. 
With that much accomplished, the state 
department feels that it can properly 
approach the powers with the Chinese 
propositions for a settlement for what 
has occurred. 


The Chinese appeal came to Secretary 


Hay Sunday through Mr. Wu. 
The 


secretary promptly telegraphed it to 
the president at Canton, and after tak- 
ing a full day for its consideration, the 
president's answer came Monday after- 
noon to the state department. It was 
put Jn the proper diplomatic form and a 
copy delivered to Minister Wu, who was 
to forward it to his government, 


The imperial edict made public at the 


state department shows that the Im- 
perial government already has taken the 
first stgpa toward doing what ihe United 
States requires as to the principal con- 
dition for the exercise of its good offices, 
Jn enjoining the viceroys, magistrates 
and leading men to stop the disorders 
and protect foreigners. 
Our govern- 


ment will await the result of this be- 
fore proceeding further. 


It is expected that adverse criticism 


upon the action of the state department 
in this matter will be heard from Eu- 
rope, where the governments are act- 
Ing upon, the belief that all of the for- 
eign ministers in Pekin have perished, 
but our government, nevertheless, re- 
gards its course as the correct one. All 
of the European governments 
have 


taken the stand above indicated. 


The last of the answers to Secretary 


Hay's note, reciting the Conger mes- 
sage, have come, and all of them, in 
terms polite and diplomatic, express ut- 
ter Incredulity in the authenticity of 
the Conger message. 
Consul General 


Qoodnow, himself a man of good judg- 
ment, also cabled a warning to Secre- 
tary Hay against the acceptance of the 
message without confirmation. 
But 


the state department has fully con- 
sidered the message in all of its aspects, 
has carefully weighed the numerous ob- 
jections and suspicions put forth here 
and in Europe, and, without guarantee- 
lug the authenticity of the message, feels 
it to be a matter of prime duty to act 
upon the theory that It Is genuine. 


Admiral Remey's notification to the 


navy department that he had gone in 
person" up the Pel Ho from Taku to 
Tl«n Tain is attributed to the receipt 
by him -of Secretary Long's urgent mes-

Chinese minister to the Pekin govern- 
ment and to the director of telegraph 
administration, strongly advocating the 
necessity of restoring telegraphic com- 
munication, with a view of enabling the 
powers to obtain proof of the safety of 
the foreign ministers. Until such proofs 
are secured no one_ here is Inclined to 
alter the ojiinion that the Chinese are 
merely juggling to gain time. 


Washjngten, July 84.—The letter re- 


ceived by Senator Pettigrew from one 
of Aguinaldo's generals, Alejandrlno, 
containing an alleged account of an in- 
terview between 'aimaalf and Admiral 
Dewey on board the Olympia in the bay 
of Hong Kong In April, 1898, in which it 
Is stated Admiral Devvey promised in- 
dependence to the Filipinos, was shown 
to the admiral Monday by an Associated 
Press reporter. 


The admiral characterized it as a 


"tissue of falsehoods." He declared it 
absurd on its face.

England Running Against Many Snags in 


South African Campaign,

Line of Communications Cut 


London, July 24.—The long silence 


which has followed the brief announce- 
ment that th« Boer fox had broken from 
the mountains with two brigades of 
mounted troops after him ie npw broken 
by the tiding* that he has swooped down 
on Roberts' line ot communications and 
gathered in a supply train and a detach- 
ment of OQ£ of Britain's tyack corps as 
prisoners. Doubtless he la away to 
cover again, ere tbis, leaving behind him 
a wrecked railroad,- that it will take the 
British days to reopen. His prisoners, 
for he cannot bold them, will doubtless 
be set free on the Nafaai frontier, to be 
heard1 from next in thalr arrival at Lady- 
smith.

The haying season has 
practically closed In many sections of 
the district. 


Corn is uniformly reported good. A 


few sections of Vermont indicate, too 
abundant rains for the best growth of 
corn. The rapid ripening of oats and 
rye during the past week has produced 
an early harvest, and a fine yield is gen- 
erally reported. 


Barring raspberries, a bountiful yield 


of berries seems to be promised. Cherries 
are indicated as being unusually good 
in southern Vermont, and grapes are 
looking well in central Massachusetts.

DIET.

When the small fruits have taken their 


Departure or are on the decline, there is a. 
little space when nothing presents itself 
to take the place of the berries. To th'a 
•tatemerit one may possibly make an 
•Deception In favor of the harvest a'ople. 
Which the small boy frequently seems to 
prefer In its unripe estate. Still, he will 
generally consent to eat It even when it 
If ripe and comparatively harmless and 
Will enjoy it when baked or made into 
apple sauoe. In either form it is about 
as wholesome and beneficial a dainty as 
a child can eat and is especially good far 
children who nave any tendency to con- 
stipation. 


AB the summer progresses and rlpa 


fruits present themselves, the dangers in 
the child's way lessen. Ripe peaches, If 
peeled, can do a child no harm when he 
Is well. The same cannot be said of 
pears. There is a tough quality to their 
Hbre that is hard to digest and the only 
way in which most pears are fit for lit- 
tle stomachs is when they have been 
Booked. 
STEWED PEARS (PBEL.ESD). 


Feel pears, core them and quarter 


them. Put them into agate ware or 
porcelain lined sauce pan, and sprinkle 
them thickly with sugar. Cover them 
with boiling water, put the saucepan at 
the back of the stove f-nd cook very 
elowly until the irutt !s tender. Take 
the pears out with a split spopn, let the 
Juice stew fast for 15 minutes longer, 
turn it over the pears and. let these 
Btand one side until cold. If the peara 
>re comparatively tasteless, add the 
Juice of a lemon and a few bits of the 
peel before they are cooked. 


STKWED PEARS (UNPEEIJ3D). 
Wash and core small pears, but do not 


peel. Put them in a saucepan and cover 
•with cold water. Stew until they axe so 
tender that a straw will piearce them, and 
then put in, for a dozen small pears, 
three tableshoonfuls of molasses and a 
half teaspoonful of ground ginger. 
Cover and cook for 10 minutes longer, 
take <*ut the fruit, boil the syrup for half 
an hour longer and pour it over the f ruit. 
Eat cold. 


BAKED PEARS. 


"Wash and core lairge sweet pears, ar- 


ransre them in a bake dish, and fill the 
holes left by the cores with sugar. Pour 
a tablespoonful of cold water on each 
pear. Cover the pudding dish closely 
end bake the fruit until tender. Take 
out the pears, pour the liquor over them 
and set asidie until very cold. These are 
extremely good eaten with cream. 


Against melons much the same objec- 


tions may be urged'that have been given 
concerning pears. If they are perfectly/ 
Cresh and perfectly ripe, they may be 
eaten, in moderation by a- healthy child. 
This, In spite of the fact that the juven- 
ile robbers of melon patches do not 
usually come to an untimely end.

Paw four pounds of lean beef through 


m floe meat cutter and place it In a eov- 
iftred vessel with one teaeupful of boiling 
water, one chopped onion, and gait and 
pepper to ta«te.

• WALLED 


Select a medium-sized ehickeif, and 


when prepared for the po* put it in a deep 
kettle, cover with boiling water and 
cook slowly until tender. 
Transfer 


chicken and broth to a large bowl, leav- 
ing the bird to cool in the liquor. When 
cold remove the skin and bones and cut 
"nto pieces suitable for serving. Pare 
and boil sufficient potatoes to make three 
cupfuls when mashed, beat them until 
very light, and, adding hot milk 
and salt and pepper to taste, set aside 
where they will keep warm. 
Into a 


saucepan put two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, one tablespoonful of chopped 
onion, a bit of bay leaf, a couple of slices 
of carrpt and a little chopped parsley, and 
cook slowly for 10 minutes: add two 
tablespoonfuls of flour and stir until 
smooth. 
To this add a pint of the cold 


chicken-stock and stir until it thickens, 
simmering for five minutes. Lay in the 
prepared chicken, and place where it 
will keep hot without boiling. Whip into 
a stiff froth the whites of two eggs and 
stir into the potato mixture, and place 
the potato around the edge of the plat- 
ter like a wall. Beat the yolks of the two 
eggs, spread over the top of the wall, 
put in a quick oven and brown. Pour 
the chicken in the center and serve with 
a garnash of parsley or watercress. 


NORMANDY SOUP. 


Wipe off a good-sized knuckle of veal, 


put it in the soup kettle with three quarts 
of cold water and place where it will 
heat slowly. When at the simmering 
point skim carefully and put where it 
will simmer slowly but steadily for three 
hours. Add six small onions thinly sliced 
and one-half of a small stale loaf of bak- 
er's bread and simmer for one hour lon- 
ger. Take out the meat and rub the soup 
through a puree sieve, pressing through 
as much of the onion and bread as pos- 
sible. Put in a double boiler; rub one 
tablespoonful of butter and two of flour 
to a smooth paste and stir into the hot 
mixture until it thickens. Season with 
salt and pepper and a suspicion of nut- 
meg, 
add one pint of milk and one pint 


of cream previously scalded and serve at 
once. 
, 


MOUSSE OF CHICKED 


Take about a quarter of a pound of the 


raw white meat of a chicken, with the 
skin and any nerves or small cords re- 
moved, and beat it to a fine pulp with a 
seasoning of cayenne pepper, salt, a bit 
of grated nutmeg and the white of one 
raw egg. Pass this through a sieve and 
mix the pulp with a dozen tablespoon- 
fuls of cream, a. part of which has been 
whipped. Butter some moulds and give 
them a coating of fine hashed peanuts, 
and then fill the moulds with the pulp. 
Cook in a moderate oven, setting the 
mould in boiling water in a. baking pan, 
and serve with a rich brown sauoe gar- 
nished with parsley. 


BREAKFAST STEW. 


Cut the sciaps of meat left from the 


dinner of the day before into bits, lay 
them in a frying pan with, a tablespoon- 
ful of butter, dredge with flour and 
brown the meat, adding water if needed 
to keep the meat from burning. When 
well browjiea add three aiieeu potatoes, 
cold boiled or raw as preferred, one sliced 
onion and one .pint of hot water; stew 
until the vegetables are cooked. 


POTATO DUMPLINGS. 


Take cold boiled potatoes and grate 


them, season with salt and add flour 
enough with an egg beaten in for a 
binder to make a stiff dough. Flour the 
hands, mold into balls, drop into boiling 
water and boil continually for three- 
quarters of an hour. 
They may be 


eook«d with boiling meat If desired. 


CHILI SAUCE. 


Bell together slowly for two hours one 


large onion sliced, two minced red pep- 
pers, six large tomatoes, one tablespoon- 
ful of salt, one teaspoonful of ginger, 
same amount of cinnamon, same amount 
of etoves, two tablespoonfuls of brown 
sugar and two te>cupfuls of vinegar. 
Stir often when cooking. 


SWEET SANDWICHEa 


Cut stale sponge cakes Into proper 


sized slices. Whip together a gill of thick 
cream and one tablespoonful of sugar 
dissolved in twice the quantity of strong 
black coffee. Spread half the sliced cake 
with the mixture and cover with the re- 
maining slices. Dust lightly with pow- 
dered sugar.

To the north of Europe, at tbe en- 


trance of tbe gnlf of the Baltic sea, 
stands a oity resembling in its site "the 
queen of the Adriatic." This second 
Venice is known by the name of Stock- 
holm, where in former days reigned two 
of the wisest nud best of raonarchs, by 
name Gnstuvus the Great. The first, be-

The chief of the police, with his as- 


sistants, having conducted the prisoner 
into <die center of the court, executed 
the sentence. The poor fellow with 
difficulty refrained from giving vent to 
bis sufferings, and the people looked on 
with «TinMitnflnt and pity at so Bnddea 
and ignominious a punishment It ap- 
peared that this man was a poor young 
miner who had come from Norberg to 
Stockholm to share in the sports and. 
pleasures of tbe birthday of his queen. 
His crime arose from his ignorance of 
the laws of etiquette. It had been told 
him in the province of Westxnanland 
that on this day it was the custom of 
tbe sovereign to be not only accessible 
to her court and the nobles of the land, 
bnt also to tbe-meanest of her subjects; 
that all bad tbe privilege to approach 
and kiss the royal "baud. 


Kiss tbe band of a qoeen, the hand 


of Christine—she that was tbe idol of 
his life, whose portrait was the only 
ornament that graced bis smoky cabin 
—it was a hoppinees which hehadxoever 
hoped to enjoy, and the young miner 
resolved at all hazards, all trouble and 
fatigue to journgy to Stockholm and 
ibare in tbe Toyed'condescension. From 
rf orberg to Stockholm waa a Jong and 
fatiguing journey, and hie means were 
not the moat ample. But this was noth- 
ing—the image of-'Christine was to him 
as the loadstar to the mariner, aod he 
reached Stockholm the evening before 
the xqyai birthday.

THE UN1TEU STATES' 


The United States' note to the 


Chinese emperor m response to the 
emperor's appeal for the mediation of 
this government Is a carefully drawn 
document. It fits the case exactly and 
there is not an ambigious sentence m 
it. It is friendly in tone and conserva- 
tive in spint. This government is not 
pledged to hasty action, nor even to 
.independent action. The safety of the 
•ministers, the protection of lives and 
property of Americans in the enjoy- 
'ment of their treaty rights and their 
rights under international law are rep- 
resented as the cause for the landing 
of foreign troops in China, and, if the 
Chinese government gives satisfactory 
aasurances and indications of good 
faith relative to these, this government 
sees nothing in the way to a, peaceful 
solution of the whole problem. That is 
the whole of the note, and it is in 
strict accordance with the American 
policy since the beginning of the pres- 
ent trouble. It is presumed by the 
^American government that the Chinese 
government is not a party to, nor in 
sympathy with, the outbreaks of law- 
lessness that have disturbed the empire 
and that we have no cause for war or 
unfriendliness with that government. 
Assurances of friendly intentions and 
good faith are what is desired by the 
United States from China. Theee forth- 
coming, the whole matter becomes a 
question of diplomacy and not a cause 
for war. With this possible outcome in 
jview, the United States government 
has adhered to the opinion and position 
that the government of China has not 
been responsible for unfriendly acts 
against the powers, their ministers or 
citizens. Should it appear otherwise the 
United States stands ready to demand 
the proper reparation and will in no 
wise be hampered by its past course.

Gardens exoepted, there are > DO oat- 


ward manlfeitations of the old poetry 
of Japanese life so remarkable at those 
trammer houses occupying all the pio. 
tnresqne sites of the country. Wherever 
there is a view worth going to see yon 
•will almost- certainly find a rammer 
house built to command it, no matter 
bow wild or poor the district. 


You will find summer booses cling- 


ing to sea cliffs over the thunder of 
bref^rs, nestling in shadows of gorges 
over the roaring of rapids, strutted out 
over the precipice fronts like eagles' 
nests at the verge of dqpd craters, for 
in Japan there will always be summer 
guests wherever there is summer beauty, 
travelers happy to please their eyea 
and rest their feet and to leave some 
coppers in payment for the privilege of 
the vision and the repose. 


The summer bouse at which I am 


now staying is typical of the class, a 
skeleton structure of two stories, simply 
and strongly built after the manner of 
peasants' dwellings and at a coat of 
perhaps $60. Timber is cheap here. On 
the other side of Japan auoh a build- 
ing could not be put up for $300. It 
stands on the edge of a lofty cliff and 
overlooks a little bay near ancient 
MoinosekL From ground floor to roof 
it is open on three sides, and on the 
seaward side shelter from the sun and 
•wind is given by trees rooted in the 
cliff below, but towering far above tfae 
eaves — enormous pines, with branches 
many feet in girth. Between the zig- 
zags of those mighty limbs there are 
glimpses of the eea and fishing sails 
(canvas or straw) flitting like white or 
yellow butterflies, and the far pale 
thread line tff the Hqjci coast, and Dia- 
gen's cone thrusting into the clear sky 
like some prodigious blue crystal, or, 
looking directly down over the needle 
foliage of younger pines, you see the 
wimpling of the bay and bathers laugh- 
ing among the recks, and children play- 
ing with seaweed and shells. Yon view 
the world as a fishhawk views 'it, 
though I presume with vastly different 
sensations. After a swim it is delight 
ful to sleep here, the sharp, aweet sea 
wind in yonr hair. Yon are furnished 
with a bathing dress, sandals, a big 
straw hat of curious shape to keep off 
the sun, barley tea and cakes, a smok- 
ing box and a pillow, and tbe price per 
day of this entertainment is — 3 cental 
Tbe guest is expected to bring his own 
food with him and to provide himself 
with towels. — Lafoadio Hearn in At- 
lantio Monthly.

DOCTORS AND SUICIDE. 


Btvttattos Show » Peculiar Bond of Sym- 


patbj Between the Two. 
j 


During the last three years, says The, 


Medical and Srayical Reporter of Phil- 
adelphia, nearly one-fiftieth of 
all 


deaths among physicians have been by 
enioide. This is a conservative estimate, 
as many instances of death are attribut-, 
ed to accidental overdosing, as the tend- 
ency is always to hush up a suioide 
whenever possible. Bnt Without includ- 
ing snob oases, the fact remains that 
tbe medical profession is more prone to 
enioide than any other. These statistics 
may be explained by the development 
of morbid fancies in tbe mind of a doo-| 
tor on account of his constant asiocia-, 
tion with the siok and dying, or of an 
Botnal indifference to death, or beoanse| 
he has the requisite knowledge of hoWi 
to die conveniently and painlessly. 


Poisoning is a favorite method, but 


it does not appear from statistics that' 
the cyanides or morphine have the pref- 
erence which would exist if epicurean, 
philosophy were carried into the choice 
of drugs. At the same time, physicians' 
usually put their knowledge of drugs to 
a practical execution in selecting a poi- 
son for suicide. But if tbe mere knowl- 
edge of the painlessn&s of death by cer- 
tain means is not a determining factor 
in leading so many physicians to sui- 
cide, probably the acoenBibility of poi- 
sons ia 


Suicide is largely a matter of insane 


impulse, and such an impulse can often 
be ascertained even in tbe case of those 
who have long been indifferent to life 
and have contemplated suicide. If a 
man must put on bis hat and overcoat, 
walk to a drug store and tax his inge- 
nuity for a lie with which to explain his 


j 'desire for poison, he may postpone tbe 


fatal act from mare inertia, or he may 
meet a friend or have his interest in life 
aroused by one of a multitude of every- 
day occurrences or physical exercise may 
bring bin: to bis senses. If, as is tbe 
case with almost every doctor, he has 
•imply to feel in his pocket or walk 
across his office to get a deadly poison, 
the impulse may be carried into execu- 
tion before anything can happen to sup- 
plant it in the brain.

C. G, Sanford, superintendent of the 
water company was present, and was 
caJled upon to explain what arrange- 
ments the company had made with 
George H. Prindle, who has the con- 
tract for sprinkling. He replied that 
the water company had verbally agreed!

FUTURE RULE IN CHi 


Chinese Reformer's Views on 


the Subject. 


ADDEE8S TO AMESIOAN PEOPLE. 


CM Tso Point* Out Thnt Gov- 


ernment by Concert of Powers ox 
Partition of tbe Empire "Would 
Mean Endletis Bloodnhed and Strife. 
Praise For Halted State*. 
Lsung Chi Tso, the Chinese reformer 


{for whose head the empress dowager 
lhas offered a reward of $65,000, recent- 
ly gave an interview to the Honolulu 
correspondent of the Chicago Eecord in 
the shape of an address- to the Ameri- 


j can people, in which he expresses the 


belief that the United States will pre- 
|Vent the partition of China, and that 
[it will be seconded in this by Great 
'Britain and Japan. He points out that 
to attempt to rule China by the con- 
cert of the powers will lead to endless 
bloodshed and strife, and that the 
same result will follow a partition of 
,tbe empire. 


The following is the expression of 


ibis views on the subject: 


"First.— The opening up of China so 


.that the Chinese may be able to as- 
similate foreign ideas of progress, and 
also that foreigners may share with 
,the Chinese in the development of the 


i wealth of this vast empire. 


"Second.— Power, in. China must be 


centralized to prevent jealousy among 
•factions. 


• "Third.-Por the best Interest of 
,Chlna and the world the empire should 
be reinstated. Aside from what has 
been said, are there any other methods J 
by which China may be governed? 


"I understand that foreigners have 


suggested two— one to treat China as 
England and France treat Egypt; the 
other to treat her as Russia, Prussia 
and Austria treated Poland. .The for- 
mer method would deprive China of 
power; the latter would deprive her of 
territory. To make things clear, I de- 
8ire to point out their respective mer- 
its. First, let me ask, can any single 
power rule overChlna? There is but one 
answer. No one power can control the 
affairs of China, The reasons are so 
evident that I would refrain from fur- 
ther comment on this question. 
But 


can all the powers do it together? 
i 


With the foreign powers holding the 
reins of government in China, univer- 
sal peace will be endangered, for the 
fundamental principles of these pow- 
era are net all alike. One would pre- 
fer to rule the people with an iron 
hand, while another would prefer -to 
let the people enjoy God given and in- 
alienable rights. Each of these nations 
will always seek for its own material ! 
welfare, even at JJie expense of tho 
others. 
The thSct for gain would 


throw them into competition with each 
other, which would bring about jealousy 
and cause them to fight for their cher- 
ished ends. 


"As the civil war of the United 


States was brought about because of a 
difference of policy between the north ' 
and the south, so if the powers whose , 
policies are adverse to each other nn- i 
dertake to rule China jointly they will 
ultimately come to Strife. 
Thus we 


can readily see that the powers cannot 
control China to mutual advantage. 
In regard to partition, I fully believe 
that England, the United States and 
Japan do not desire it, but if they do 
advocate such a measure they are 
merely falling into line with the other 
powers to avoid serious complications. 
If partition should take place, China , 
would be divided among the different 
powers, all having different systems of 
government, and their thirst for gain : 
and power would sooner or later bring i 
them into conflict with each other and ' 
give them an opportunity to test the , 
destructive properties of their modern 
military equipment. Such a condition 
of affairs is entirely inconsistent with 
the present standard of civilization. 
Even if the division of territory can be 
amicably settled, the Chinese must be 
pacified, but this cannot be easily done, 
for the weakness of the government is 
not a weakness of the people. 
The 


Chinese are a people that have a his- 
tory dating back 4,000 years, a fact 
which they are proud to relate, and 
they will not tolerate the idea of being 
governed by foreigners on their own 
toll. 


"In looking up the history of the past 


we find that whenever a change of 
dynasties has taken placo the blood of 
millions has been shed. How much 
more terrible will it be when this great- 
er change to foreign rule takes place? 
Perhaps the Chinese can la the end be 
pacified, but I doubt that It can be 
done in ten years. To force the people 
to submit to foreign rule la unwise. It 
would not only cause a great deal of 
bloodshed and large expenditure of 
time, wealth and energy, but also en- 
gender in the Chinese an eternal hatred 
of foreigners. Consider whftt trouble 
the Filipinos and the Boers have given 
the United Statoo and Great Britain 
respectively, and you will appreciate 
the difficulty the powers will have to 
encounter iu undertaking to suppress i 
the Chinese and make them submit to 
foreign rule. Such a course will croc- | 


tit-ally ruin the commerce of tt» orient 
for years. 


"Knowing tfcat the main object of 


the power* In dealing witb Gblaa Is 
commerce, I do not think theywrHl do 
anything that would endanger it 
Since it is not for the best.iQtenitV, °* 
all concerned to deprive (fitat 
<»f 


power or to divide tho fenfltem fr 
there no way out of the present dilem- 
ma? Last year the United Statoa pro- 
posed to the other powers to opejMip 
China and to protect her territory from 
partition. Such a course will be found 
most beneficial and a policy most ap- 
propriate to modern civilization. And 
If the United States can carry out the 
policy she has outlined and reinstate 
the emperor she will have been true to 
her convictions and have rendered a 
service to humanity for which she will 
be amply rewarded. We have reason 
to believe the good Intention of the 
United States. Her love for human- 
ity was clearly proved when she took 
upon herself the great responsibility 
of 
freeing 
the 
oppressed 
Inhab- 


itants of Cuba from the tyranny of 
Spanish misrule. To prove that the 
policy Is consistent with modern prog- 
ress, although she has acquired the 
Philippines by force of circumstances 
contrary to the Monroe doctrine, she 
has determined that the stars and 
stripes shall wave over the islands in 
order that the inhabitants may receive 
the benefits and enjoy the happiness 
which are the inevitable sequence of 
that flag. These are not the only good 
deeds of that great republic of the 
world. She has taken compassion on 
the. isolated condition of Hawaii and 
on her danger from foreign attack and 
has made the paradise of the Pacific 
part and parcel of her already vast 
domains. 


"Such has been the work of the 


United States. Such will be her mis- 
sion. From the beginning she has not 
taken an inch of China's territory un- 
lawfully, 
and 
her 
straightforward 


dealings with the Chinese and the 
world have given us confidence In her 
sincerity. She is our only hope. She 
will not be the only one to do the 
work, bnt her kinsmen and that Island 
kingdom of the east will certainly lend 
a willing and helping hand. I am con- 
fident that If America leads the way 
the other powers will surely follow. 
Notwithstanding the fact that there 
are some nations as eager for power 
as the tiger Is ferocious when hungry, 
yet I predict that they will be unable 
to resist the humanitarian policy of 
the savior of China. I am writing this 
on American soil and take this op- 
portunity to express my gratitude to 
the American people for kind and gen- 
erous consideration. 


"There are reports of the emperor's 


death, but we do not believe them. 
Nevertheless, if his death is^as report- 
ed, you shall bear from me again."

He has lived ID the United States 18 


years and la a thorough American in 
his manners and dress. He wears bii 
hair cut closely and,parted, in the mid- 
dle. He speaks English fluently, and 
It requires but a brief conversation 
with hUn to convince one that he is 
fitted in every w&y tor assisting in tbe 
direction of the movement that has as 
its object tbe accomplishment of the 
greatest revolution ever attempted In 
history, the wrecking of a civilisation 
that baa stood without change for 
5,000 yean and the building of another 
upon its rains that will, place China in 
the vanguard of progress. 


While Soe Foun was waiting for hia 


train at Union station he talked inter- 
estingly to a reporter of the St. Lout* 
Peat-Dispatch of tbe reform movement 
and of conditions la China. He said: 


"Tbe Po Wong Weey is not, properly 


•peaking, an organization. It is a vol- 
untary association of Chinese who long 
to see their country opened to the light 
of civilization and rid of ttte burden 
of bai-baiia-m which it has borne for 
5,000 years. Its members are net re- 
quired to take any obligation or to go 
through any ceremony of Initiation. 
When a Chinese wishes to cast bis for- 
tunes with it, he may do eo eimply by 
acting In acoortlance with its princi- 
ples and helping it with his financial 
and moral support It Is a party—just 
like your political parties in this coun- 
try—and there is no more obligation 
for its members to stand together than 
there is for Democrats or Republicans 
to stand together. 


"It Is the heart of a republican move- 


ment, and everything possible has been 
done to make the Po Wong Woey as 
broad as the movement for which it 
stands. 


"Tbe Po Wong Woey came into ex- 


istence with tbe deposition of Emperor 
Kwang Hau, the assumption of the 
reins of government by the barbaric 
Empress Ah and the e*Ue of Kong To 
Wai, the great Chinese reformer, who 
had been a faithful adviser to the em- 
peror during the period of 'trial that 
followed the victory of Japan over Chi- 
na, and whose wise poUcies were.hirge- 
ly responsible for keeping the oawteldy 
empire intact when dismemberment 
was threatened. Kong To Wai, who, 
by tbe way, is probably the wisest and 
greatest statesman In the eapire to- 
day, notwithstanding the estimation in 
which Li Hung Chang is held, was the 
only leader about whom the friends 
of reform could gather, and they ac- 
cepted him as their chief. Hts f«41ow- 
ers designated themselves as the Po 
Wong Woey.

every year to its treas,, .,•,- XUere Is 
now in the treasury of the society over 
$20,000,000. 
Tbe society has been 


called a branch of the Highbinders by 
its enemies. That charge is r.bsoluteiy 
without foundation. If a Chinese is 
a Po Wong Woey he cannot be a High- 
binder, because the spirit of the society 
is unselfishness and patriotism, where- 
as tbe purpose of the Highbinders is to 
promote the good of a small clan of 
tnen and is essentially selfish. Tbe one 
Is patriotic and the other is criminal. 


"While the 26,000,000 members of the 


society are peaceful cttieens, they are 
prepared at any time to place them* 
selves on a military basts and go to 
war. If they can accomplish by peace- 
ful methods their plans, they prefer to 
do so, but they will fight for them if It 
becomes necessary. 
It Is my opinion 


that the power and Influence of the 
society will be felt in a few months. 
The disturbances in China will de- 
mand action of it The primary object 
of the society is to prevent the dis- 
memberment of the empire, and the 
prpapect is now that something of 
that kind will be undertaken before 
the powers finish with the Boxers. But 
we are confident that we will be able 
to take the situation In hand, prevent 
the partition of the country and work 
tbe greatest revolution in, the gowrri- 
ment and the life of the nation that 
human history will'ever record. The 
first expression of a sentiment favor- 
able to dismemberment will be the sig- 
nal for this powerful society to step 
upon the stage and show its power. It 
wjU hold the key of the situation, and, 


If there is still war then, it will puMi 
it to a successful end, and, if the a- i-. 
peace, it will Inaugurate its refoiius 
without delay. 
China, figuratively 


speaking, will be lifted from the mire 
of barbarism into which it has been 
constantly settling lor ages and placed 
upon high and solid ground, and out of 
its wreck an empire will be built that 
will dominate the world. And it may 
come to pass that tbe traveler from 
Peking in the dim future may photo- 
graph the desolate and half buried 
rums of your splendid Union station 
and wonder what manner of men they 
were who butlt it. 


"The chief obstacle to the achieve- 


ment of our scheme of reform in China 
Is the Boxer, or Bit Sword, society. It 
la against everything foretam—forpiern 
men, 
foreign ways, foreign arms—and 


Its motto is, T)r1ve the foreigners out' 
It is composed of the governing class, 
a class, by the way, which is not made 
up of natives of China, the aborigines, 
BO to speak. Its members are the in- 
vaders and conquerors of the land. 
They know that reform in the empire 
and the overturning of the present civ- 
ilization means the return of the Chi- 
nese to their own. It means loss of 
power and position to them, and it is 
no wonder that they have become fa- 
natical in their opposition to all that 
is foreign. They have a powerful ally 
in the order of the 'Bed Flag, which is 
composed of pirates who prey on the 
foreign merchant vessejs operating on 
the coast of Chiaa. But the hour of 
their doom Is-approaching, and the re- 
form, nievement^cacuot be checked in 
China. *tne"j»un3 of the civilized na- 
tions of the' earth will clear the way 
for the march of progress, and the Chi- 
nese, the men to whom the country 
really belongs, 'will step to the heiui of 
government and" under the wise poli- 
cies which are pledged by the Po Wong 
Woey pilot it to 5the place set apart for 
It among the riatlens of the earth. 


"There are a^hundred branches of the 


Po Wong Woey in the United States, 
and eacb is doing noble work for the 
cause of civilization. There is a small 
one In St Louis, And I expect to return 
to this city later and visit it"
